Rain threatens 
voter turnout

Florida voters went to the 
polls today to cast ballots in the 
second major match between 
President Ford and challenger 
Ronald Reagan, while three 
leading Democratic contenders 
each hoped to emerge as a 
frontrunner for their party’s 
presidential nomination. 
Election officials had pre­ 
dicted that less than half the 
state’s 3.4 million registered 
voters would go to the polls, 
and a forecast of widespread 
rain and a tornado watch in 
north Florida could keep the 
turnout even lower. 


Rain was reported in some 
areas in the northern part of 
the state, and showers and 
thunderstorms were expected 
in central Florida. There was a 
30 per cent to 50 per cent 
chance of rain in populous 
south Florida as well. 
Officials 
issued a tornado 
watch for north Florida, warn­ 
ing of the possibilty of twisters 
and severe thunderstorms with 
large hail and damaging winds. 
By the time polls opened at 7 
a.m., no tornadoes had been re­ 
ported. 
The polls will be open from 7 
a.m. 
to 7 p.m. 
local time 
throughout the state. But while 


most of the state is on Eastern 
Standard Time, communities in 
the Florida panhandle are on 
Central Standard Time. 
Only a smattering of last- 
minute campaigning was ex­ 
pected today. At least four of 
the six candidates who actively 
sought support in Florida were 
elsewhere — or headed else­ 
where — to concentrate on oth­ 
er upcoming primaries. 
The Republican balloting was 
seen as an important test of 
Reagan’s challenge to Ford. 
And though 
11 Democrats 
were on the other side of the 
ballot, only four went after 
votes. The primary featured 


the first Deep South primary 
test for Alabama Gov. George 
Wallace and Jimmy Carter, the 
former Georgia governor who 
won the New Hampshire pri­ 
mary. 


Washington Sen. Henry Jack­ 
son, fresh from victory in Mas­ 
sachusetts, could spoil the Wal- 
lace-Carter matchup. Pennsyl­ 
vania Gov. Milton Shapp was 
not expected to be a major fac­ 
tor in the race. 


“It looks good,’’ said Rogers 
C.B. Morton, Ford’s chief politi­ 
cal adviser. “In fact, it looks so 
good that I’m afraid to pre­ 
dict.”

One of the most chilling perceptions of detente and 
what it means for the United States is coming from 
former Chief of Naval Operations, Admiral 
Elmo 
Zumwalt. His basic theme is to tell it to the American 
people like it really is. 
And what he is telling us is that the Nixon- Kissinger 
detente is simply a passport to power for the Russians. 
The United States’ big Cold War victories — the Berlin 
Blockade, Lebanon, the Cuban Missile Crisis — were 
only won because we had the power; a 10 to 1 nuclear 
superiority. We are losing that power under detente. 
Ever since the Yom Kippur War, in fact, we are the ones 
who have been backing down. 
Zumwalt lays much of the blame on Kissinger’s 
doorstep. He claims to have had two conversations with 
Kissinger which go far toward explaining the rationale 
behind Kissinger’s actions. “Kissinger feels that the U.S. 
has passed its historic point like so many earlier 
civilizations,” he noted about his first talk in 1970. “He 
believes the U.S. is on the downhill and cannot be roused 
by political challenge... Kissinger does not agree with the 
President 
that the American people can be turned 
around ... he states that his job is to persuade the 
Russians to give us the best deal we can get, recognizing 
that the historical forces favor them. He says that he 
realizes that in the light of history he will be recognized 
as one of those who negotiated terms favorable to the 
Soviets, but that the American people have only them­ 
selves to blame because they lack the stamina to stay the 
course against the Russians, who are Sparta to our 
Athens.” 
In a second conversation he quotes Kissinger as 
saying: “ I believe the American people lack the will to do 
things necessary to achieve parity and to maintain 
maritime superiority. I believe we must get the best deal 
we can. Americans at that time will not be happy that I 
have settled for second, but it will be too late.” 
Kissinger, it should be noted, formally denies the 
accuracy of Zumwait’s memoranda of his views, but we 
see little in Kissinger’s performance as Secretaiy of 
State to make us doubt that the Admiral’s account is 
correct. 
It would explain Kissinger’s well-known 
brooding pessimism. 
; The point is that Kissinger, apparently, believes that 
telling the American people how it really is would only 
make matters worse because it would not “turn them 
around” but would only advertise U.S. weakness. 
Perhaps so. But the gamble, it seems to us, is worth 
taking, since the present course seems to lead to certain 
disaster over the long run. Far better to tell the naked 
truth to the American people now, while there still might 
be time to reverse the trends. Otherwise, it may be even 
worse than Athens versus Sparta. We may be playing 
Carthage to Russia’s Rome.

SOVIET AGENTS 
IN CONGRESS? 
Radio newscaster Philip C. Clarke of "Washington 
Report of the Air” was intrigued by what he heard about 
a German television documentary broadcast over Radio 
Stuttgart. In the documentary, produced by one Gerhard 
Konzelman, it was reported that over 10,000 Soviet spies 
now operate in West Germany. It was said that through 
the systematic use of blackmail, money, and threats, 
thousands of additional agents are being recruited by the 
KGB. It was reported that under the cover of detente, the 
USSR has built up “the largest and most effective 
espionage network in all of Europe.” 
“What about the United States?” wondered Clarke. To 
find the answer to that question, he summoned — and 
interviewed over the air — Mr. Frank J. McNamara, 
former Executive Secretary of the Subversive Activities 
Control Board and former staff director of the House 
Committee on Internal Security, (both of which, by the 
way, have been abolished by Congress). 
In the interview with Clarke, McNamara declared, 
among other things: 
— that the Communist apparatus has for years been 
making efforts to infiltrate Capitol Hill; 
— that the FBI has, in fact, confirmed that there has 
been increased KGB efforts in that direction; 
— that a Senate Committee has confirmed that 
Communists had successfully “colonized” key com­ 
mittees of the U.S. Congress;

— that undercover Communist agents on congressional 
staffs have given valuable publicity to friendly wit­ 
nesses, smeared unfriendly witnesses, slanted research 
material and provided propaganda material for or 
against legislation depending upon whether it helped or 
harmed the Communist party. 
He also made the shocking statement that there is NO 
security check or investigation of any of the personnel 
employed by and working for the U.S. Senate or House, in 
fact, no personnel security program of any kind which 
would prevent a Soviet spy from going to work on a 
congressional staff.

known petroleum reserves are 
concentrated, is on its way to 
becoming the world’s greatest 
center of m ilitary arm s. 
There is no casual connection 
between the two facts. 
In 1974, oil revenues earned by 
the 14 countries bordering on the 
Persian Gulf-all of them, with 
the exception of Iraq, either

recently as 1970, the total was 
less than $10 billion. More and 
m ore of this flow of wealth from 
the industrialized West is being 
sent back to the West, and 
elsewhere, to buy international 
power.

E m irates, is an avid hunter His 
proudest possession is a f'ock of 
50 prize falcons When he gets 
bored with the affairs of state, 
he takes off for Pakistao with his 
falcons for several weeks of

The sheikh, rides into the 
fields,

fierce falcon 
perched on his fiat When he lets 
the falcon loose, the m ajestic 
bird soars to great heights, 
sometimes as high as 2,0«) feet, 
and begins circling 


Its sharp eyes can spot the 


quarry - a sm all quail, say, or 
rabbit - far below Then the 
great bird folds back its wings 
and dives, hurtling through the 
air at incredible speeds of up to 
180 miles per hour. 
As the falcon approaches the 
ground, it forms a fist with its 
large claws, slam s the prey and 
stuns 
it. 
A lm ost 
in ­ 
stantaneously,

SHOWNBY HARRIS 
POLLS FOR TEAGAN 
Pollster Lou H arris releasee 
two surveys last week whicl 
cheered conservative taxpayers 
in 
genera l--and 
backers 
ol 
Ronald Reagan in particular. 
The first H arris poll showed that 
43 per cent of the American 
people would like 
to see the 
country 
moving 
in a 
more 
conservative 
direction, 
com ­ 
pared to only 19 per cent who 
would like a more liberal ap­ 
proach. Another 20 per cent 
were happy with the way things 
are. 
"The results indicate that in a 
showdown between a candidate 
who urges the country to go 
conservative 
and 
one 
who 
m akes a return to liberalism his 
main theme, the odds would 
favor the conservative ” 
H arris found that 79 per cent 
of the public feels it does "not 
get 
good 
value for its tax 
dollars." A solid m ajority of 77 
to 13 feels that the “ trouble with 
the handout from the govern­ 
ment is thateven if you get it,you 
will pay for it for four or five 
tim es over in higher taxes.” A 
m ajor reason for the drift to the 
right, said Harris, was the belief 
by many that "w e have tried the 
liberal route in the past, and 
spending money hasn’t solved 
our real problem s ” 
This feeling was very much in 
evidence 
in 
a 
second 
H am s survey, released later in 
he week, showing wide public 
acceptance of the m ajor item s 
ofthe Reagan cam paign 
The H arris survey sta ted : 
"The initial public response to 
the candidacy of form er Calif. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan is highly 
positive The principal them es 
that he has set forth in his 


cam paign appear ib m eet with 
much approval and little op­ 
position. And the most common 
criticism s 
leveled 
at Regan 
simply have not taken hold 
among sizable segm ents ofthe 
public.” 
The 
results of the 
second 
H arris survey showed th at: 
1. By 51 to 20 per cent the 
public 
a g rees 
w ith 
the 
statem ent that R eagan“ is nght 
towant to get government out of 
business so that free enterprise 
can operate freely.” 
2. By 45 to 25 per cent, the 
public believes that “ Ronald 
Reagan is no ordinary politician 
because he want to cut federal 
spending and cut back 
the 
federal bureaucracy.” 
3. By 45 to 25 per cent, the 
public also responds favorably 
to the hard line Reagan has been 
taking toward the Russians and 
agtees 
that 
“ he 
would 
be 
unafraid to stand up to the 
Russians, and that is right.” . 
Also significant, said Harris, 
is 
the 
pubvlic 
reaction 
to 
frequently heard criticism s of 
the form er California governor. 
For instance, by 50 to 21 per 
cent, the public disagrees with 
the charge 
that 
if 
R eagan 
became President “ he would be 
against the working man, the 
minorities and the poor.” By a 
sm ashing 51 to 14 per cent 
m ajority, the public rejects the 
idea that “ he is not really for 
peace and would start the Cold 
W ar again, which would be 
wrong.” Finally, by 44 to 26 per 
cent, a plurality rejects the 
charge that Regan "is too close 
to big business to be President.” 
Reagan's stickiest problem to 
date, it seems, has been ex- 
plainign his-proposal unveiled in 
Chicago last year to transfer $90 
billion of federal 
program s, 
many in the health education 
and welfare areas, to the states.

(AP) — Nonpayment of alimo­ 
ny obligations is now punish­ 
able by imprisonment, under a 
ruling handed down Monday by 
the state Supreme Court. 
The court also overturned 
two murder convictions primar­ 
ily due to improprieties in the 
prosecutors' actions 
The high court said imprison­ 
ment for failing to pay alimony 
payments was a "rather dras 
tic" one and that it should be 
administered 
“carefully 
and 
cautiously.” 
In doing so, the Supreme 
Court eliminated Missouri’s sol­ 
itary status as a state which 
did not require imprisonment 


for failure to meet the financial 
obligations 
The 4-3 decision strikes down 
an 1866 court ruling which said 
failure to pay alimony could 
not be punished by being jailed. 
“ In this case, however, where 
Missouri stands alone and all of 
the other states and the District 
of Columbia have a contrary 
view, reasonable minds must 
have serious doubts as to the 
soundness of our decision,” the

Consolidation opposition 
developing in Congress 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - A 
new wave of opposition to the 
government’s plan for consoli­ 
dating various local Agriculture 
Department offices into “one- 
stop centers” appears to be de­ 
veloping in Congress. 
The USDA plan was formu­ 
lated several years ago to con­ 
solidate about 7,800 field offices 
of several agencies, including 
the Agricultural Stabilization 
and 
Conservation 
Service 
(ASCS); 
Farmers Home Ad­ 
ministration (FMHA) ; Soil Con­ 
servation Service (SCS); and 
the Federal 
Crop Insurance 
Corporation (FCIC). 
D espite 
grum bling 
from 
many farm belt members of 
Congress and people served by 
the agencies, the USDA has 
proceeded 
steadily with 
the 
plan. 
Rep. Alvin J. Baldus, D-Wis., 
last week introduced a bill that 
calls for a moratorium on fur­ 
ther consolidation of offices into 
one-stop service centers and for 
a set procedure, including pub­ 
lic hearings in individual coun­ 
ties affected, for implementing 
the plan in the future. 
In a letter to Agriculture Sec­ 
retary Earl L. Butz, Baldus 
said farmers had not had an 
opportunity to comment fully 
on the “monumental change in 
the fabric of services"» resulting 
from the consolidation plan. 
“The one-stop service center 
program is proceeding with an 
alarming arrogance to move 
these 
vital 
services 
around 
from one county to another like 
chessmen — and in some cases 


taking them out of the picture 
entirely,” Baldus said. 
“This monumental change in 
the fabric of services back 
home is proceeding through the 
back door without the benefit of 
a 
clearly announced depart­ 
ment policy or public debate,” 
Baldus said in his letter to 
Butz. 
Department officials disagree 
with Baldus that the plan had 
not been clearly announced, 
pointing to Butz’s public state­ 
ment on Nov. 21, 1973, which 
outlined the plan and its objec­ 
tives. Also, they said, the con­ 
solidation plan has been aired 
repeatedly during congressional 
hearings since that time. 
But Baldus contends that, de­ 
spite the public announcement 
by Butz and the periodic de­ 
bates in Congress, there have 
been subtle moves to imple­ 
ment 
the 
consolidation 
plan 
with as little local notice as 
possible. 
Thus, he said, it is time for 
legislation so that the plan can 
be openly discussed locally by 
local people it affects and final 
decisions based on their views. 
A 
recent 
report 
filed 
by 
USDA’s assistant secretary for 
administration showed by July 
1, 1975, some 40 one-stop cen­ 
ters were operational and an­ 
other 538 had been designated 
The plan called for about 100 
centers to be operating by m id- 
1976 and that, by Jtlly 1, 1977, 
about 1,000 will be functioning. 
WASHINGTON (AP) - An 
Agriculture Department analyst 
said today that the Soviet Un- 


ion’s vegetable production fal­ 
tered badly last year, along 
with grain crops, because of 
poor weather. 
Angel O. Byrne of the depart­ 
ment’s 
Economic

Service said that final figures 
show that 1975 Russian vege­ 
table production totaled 23 mil­ 
lion metric tons, down 7 per 
cent from 1974 and 16 per cent 
below the target set by plan­ 
ners. 


Even so, Byrne said, 1975 
vegetable production was the 
third largest on record. His re­ 
port was in a weekly issue of 
“Foreign 
Agriculture” 
pub­ 
lished by the department. 
“Though Soviet production of 
fresh vegetables has shown fas­ 
ter growth during the 1970s 
than during the previous dec­ 
ade, output is still falling short 
of domestic demand,” Byrne 
said. “Production has increased 
40 per cent since 1965, but the 
Soviets remain hard-pressed to 
meet rapidly rising demand." 


WASHINGTON *<AP> - De­ 
mand for "organically grown” 
food apparently is increasing in 
some other countries, according 
to a brief notice published by 
the Foreign Agriculture Service 
in the Agriculture Department.

House plant enthusiasts

America's thumb is turning green and consumers are finding 
some unexpected thorns in the booming business of house plants and 
plant accessories 
No one seems to know exactly how many Americans have taken up 
indoor gardening. Dr Henry M Cathey, research horticulturalist 
for the U. S. Department of Agriculture, said that, at times, it seems 
as though almost everyone has jumped on the bandwagon. 
“I want to say that if there are 212 million people in the country, 
there are 207 million of them growing plants.” said Cathey, who is 
also active in the American Horticultural Society and makes 
television appearances to advise people about their plants. 
Industry sources estimated that consumers spent $500 million on 
house plants in 1974. There are no figures yet for 1975 
Cathey is pleased with the increased interest in house plants, but 
he expressed concern about what he calls convenience products that 
he doesn’t believe are necessary 
As an example, he cited probes designed to tell people when their 
plants need watering "It's just amazing that they're selling these 
gadgets.” Cathey said. That's what the thumb was designed to 
do People are paying a great deal for something they could do 
themselves for free " 
Cathey also said that many of the products billed as "grow lamps” 
and selling for $6 to $8 are of dubious value “They're not grow 
lamps, ’’ he said 
“They’re just flood lamps.” 
The lamps can make your plants look more attractive by 
spotlighting, Cathey said, but they will do little to improve growth If 
strong incandescent lights are placed too close to the plants, they 
can hamper leaf development and cause thin, spindly stems, Cathey 
said 
He said fluorescent lights, “like the lights used underneath the 
kitchen cabinets,'' are chaper, last longer and provide better light 
"You can have summer in the basement ” 
Cathey said his findings “do not suggest that incandescent light 
should not be considered“ for aesthetic values “ But you must have 
reasonably good natural light to begin with if you want really 
luxuriant plants.” 
“The “grow lamps” are available from several manufacturers A 
spokesman for General Electric, which markets "Gro & Sho" lights 
in both incandescent flood lamp and fluorescent styles, said: 
“It is true that fluorescent lamps are a much better choice for 
plant growth, particularly the smaller house plants

While most home canners are 
still enjoying the fruits and 
vegetables of last year’s labors, 
government and industry offi­ 
cials are looking ahead to the 
summer of 1976, trying to avoid 
shortages like the ones that pla­ 
gued consumers in 1974 and 
1975. 
Nancy Harvey Steorts, con­ 
sumers affairs adviser of the 
U.S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture, says manufacturers re­ 
port they will have more than 
four billion replacement lids 
available for this year’s can­ 
ning 
season. 
That’s 
about 
double the 1975 supply. 
Will four billion be enough? 
Bill Kerr of the Kerr Glass 
Co. of Los Angeles, one of the 
major manufacturers, said he 
hopes so, but refused to make 
any predictions. 
Asked whether the supply 
would be adequate, Kerr said: 
"I’d have to ask you what the 
demand will be We’re going to 
do a lot better (than last year). 
We estimate we’ll make 50 to 
60 per cent more lids this year 
Whether that will be enough, 
we don’t know." 
Kerr said this year’s lid pro­ 
duction will be double the num­ 
ber made three years ago. He 
said the company has been op­ 
erating three shifts a day, sev­ 
en days a week since Oct. 1 to 
turn out replacement lids for 
the reusable glass jars used by 
consumers to preserve a wide 
variety of foods. 
. The company also has been 
shipping them through regular 
distribution channels and Kerr 
said people have been buying 
“ right through the winter.” He 
said company representatives 
report the lids “don’t remain 
on the store shelf longer than 
overnight ” 
The Ball Corp. of Muncie, 
Ind., another major manufac­ 
turer, also is producing lids at 
a record rate. 
Like Kerr, Ball has added 
new equipment and spokesman 
Bill Brantley said the lids will 
come off the assembly line at 
the rate of 1,200 a minute Last 
year, Brantley said, Ball pro­ 


duced four or five replacement 
lids for every new jar and lid 
combination. 
This year, 
he 
said, the ratio will be seven to 
one. 
The canning lid crunch began 
in 
1974 when 
soaring food 
prices prompted millions of 
Americans to turn to home gar­ 
dening The increased demand, 
combined with tight supplies of 
tinplate and soda ash, created 
a shortage. 
Production was stepped up 
last year, but the lids dis­ 
appeared as quickly as they 
were put on the shelves. There 
were reports of hoarding by 
worried consumers and claims 
that the industry was deliber­ 
ately withholding lids. 
The Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion, after a seven-week inves­ 
tigation, said it found no evi­ 
dence of collusion on the part 
of the manufacturers, whole­ 
salers and retailers. Instead, 
the FTC said, the shortage re­ 
sulted from “unprecedented de­ 
mand which the industry was 
unprepared to suppply despite 
substantial increases in ... pro­ 
duction.” 
No one really anticipated the 
increased interest in home pre­ 
serving of foods “ Five years 
ago,” recalled Kerr, "we could 
hardly give the lids away.” 
Kerr said that despite the 
large volume produced, lids ac­ 
count for a relatively small 
portion of the company's sales 
which totaled $229 million last 
year He declined to give spe­ 
cifics, but said that jar, cap 
and lid sales generally account 
for only 9 or 10 per cent of total 
sales. 
(Kerr 
also 
makes 
com­ 
mercial glass containers like 
mayonnaise jars — the ones 
you should not use for home 
canning. > 
The Department of Agricul­ 
ture, meanwhile, is continuing 
its campaign to make sure that 
home canners follow safety 
procedures to avoid problems 
like botulism, a sometimes-fa- 
tal food poisoning 
Botulism is caused by toxin 
formed during the growth of a 
bacteria and can result from 
improperly processed items 


Among the USDA’s sugges­ 
tions: 
—Don’t try to take shortcuts 
or experiment. Follow tested 
methods such as those in the 
department’s Bulletin No. 8 on 
Home Canning of Fruits and 
Vegetables 
—Use only jars, cans and lids 
made especially for, home can­ 
ning. 
—Do no reuse lids. 
—Do not use overripe food. 
—Do not overpack foods 
—Follow the time and tem­ 
perature directions for foods 
and container sizes listed in the 
instructions 
—Test the seal according to 
instructions. (There were prob­ 
lems in late 1973 and early 1974 
with some lids that did not seal 
because ’ of faulty manufac­ 
turing. but the problem has 
been corrected.) 
—Do not used canned foods 
showing signs of spoilage like 
bulging lids, funny smells o'- 
mold. If there’s any doubt, 
throw it out without tasting. 
—Boil home canned vege­ 
tables covered for at least 10 
minutes before serving and be 
particularly careful with to­ 
matoes The amount of acid in 
the tomatoes can vary widely 
and this can affect the growth 
of bacteria Check with local 
agricultural experts for advice.

Players want to 
talk to Miller 


NEW YORK (AP) — Spring is the tim e of optimism in the baseball 
world, when there are no losses and everybody has a chance to have 
some fun in the sun. 
This season there has been no spring, only a continuation of 
winter, and the prospects for an im m ediate thaw in the situation 
appearsabout as likely as Commissioner Bowie Kuhn inviting 
Marvin M iller to toss out the first ball of the regular season 
If there is a first ball. 
'Die owners and players are so wide apart as they head into their 
26th negotiating session today that a group of some 25 veteran 
players has made its own pitch to Miller, executive director of the 
Players Association. 
TTie players’ meeting in St. Petersburg, Fla., called at the request 
of Cincinnati Reds slugger Johnny Bench, was for the purpose of 
gaining some information. 
"M aybe if we all get together we can make more progress on this 
thing,” Bench said before the 15-minute meeting. “ I want to find out 
w hat's really going on. 
"I have to adm it I am confused Besides, I want to know who's 
telling him (Miller) what to ask for The m ajority of the guys down 
here are leaders on their clubs and I thought it would be a good idea 
~ if we got together and discussed the situation." 
At the conclusion of the session, held at Tom Seaver’s unofficial 
practice camp, the players asked Seaver and Joe Torre of the New 
York Mets to ask Miller if he could set up a meeting between the 24 
player representatives and the club owners 
“They are concerned that the owners are not getting accurate 
reports,” Miller said. "It (the request) was in the vein o f‘Let’s see if 
we can make sure there’s communication.’” 
Miller promptly invited the 24 owners to m eet with the associ­ 
ation's executive board Thursday in Tam pa, Fla. John J. Gaherin. 
the owners' representative, said the invitation would be discussed at 
today's session. 
Miller said the players getting involved in the actual negotiations 
was "a fine idea," but when asked if it would stim ulate a solution to 
the unproductive negotiations, he said, "probably not, but when 
you're stuck, you try everything." 
The fact that there is a 26th bargaining session is about the only 
cause for optimism in the dispute that caused the owners to close the 
spring training cam ps indefinitely and had negotiators for both sides 
trading accusations after their last m eeting on Friday. 
As Bench learned from Monday’s meeting, the issue dividing the 
parties is a thorny one. 
"I thought it was just a problem they had in negotiating,” Bench 
said. “But I can see now it’s a complex legal problem ."

that act on the tiny capillaries 
and let fluid leak out of the 


circulation and produce 
irritations 
Perhaps the most common 
cause of hives is food allergy. 
Finding out which foods cause 
the allergy is another matter. 
One can also have hives from 
things inhaled or from contact 
with things one is allergic to, 
such as animal dander or as a 
generalized response to bites 
from various insects. Hives 
also occur as part of the pic­ 
ture in certain infections such 
as virus d iseases or in 
re sp o n se 
to 
in te stin a l 
parasites. I hasten to add that 
I doubt that’s your problem 
The allergic-type hive 
response can occur as a 
peculiar sensitivity to cold, 
heat or sun rays. They also 
develop as a result of certain 
drugs.

Credit and debits of 
Ford’s money czar

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Candidate Gerald Ford has a 
secret weapon named Arthur Burns, known to m ost of us as 
the controversial, stubborn, some say “ornery,” independent 
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theoretician who runs the Federal Reserve Board with an iron 
hand 
On second thought, Burns could turn out to be Mr Ford s 
nemesis — a stone about the candidate’s neck — if this 
academ ic controller of the nation's money supply should take 
it in his head to clam p down on the number of dollars floating 
through the banking system. 
Mr. Nixon blamed his 1960 defeat on the lagging economy, 
due in part to Federal Reserve Board stringency, when he was 
Vice President under General Eisenhower. Mr Nixon made 
certain there was no such problem facing him in 1972. Some 
say we are still suffering from that overheating of the 
economy. 
For now, Burns, though it’s clear he is dominated by 
economic formulas and not politics, is doing well by Mr. 
Ford He's expanding the money supply at a relatively rapid 
pace, considering everything — and prosperity seem s around 
the corner. The rate of inflation is sliding down, somewhat 
erratically to be sure, but down Employment is inching up, 
having risen 2 million since last March The decline in un­ 
employment. however, has been unsatisfactory, down only to 
7 and three-quarters-per cent from 9. leaving seven million un 
employed and an average unemployment period of nearly 17 
weeks at a tim e when many have exhausted their benefits. 
Promising for the months ahead, however, is the fact that 
industrial output rose alm ost 1 per cent in December and 
another 0.7 per cent in January, and that man hours worked in 
private nonfarm industries increased at an annual rate of 
more than 8 per cent those sam e two months. More work for 
those already on the job is usually a prelude to increased 
hirings in the months that follow. 
Overall, since last April, the combined output of factories, 
mines and power plants has increased at an annual rate of 11 5 
per cent. 
Exports are on an upswing and expected to continue to im ­ 
prove as the economies of Japan and other industrial nations 
move out of the doldrums. 
On the home front, m ortgage money is available and rates 
are edging down 
Burns is still talking a worry game But Burns always 
worries He is happiest when he’s fretting And he’s always 
threatening to clam p down on the money supply to prevent 
runaway inflation 
He seem s to fall into a new school of economics — 
protagonists of the Keynsians — who hold that a too liberal 
supply of money leads to inflation, causes consum ers to 
tighten their belts and spend less, even though they have more 
money 
Right now, says Burns, however, consum ers are loosening 
their pocketbooks in anticipation of better days His goal is to 
keep just enough funds in our pockets to keep us all optim istic 
and spending, and panting for more, but not enough so that we 
overspend, drive prices up, then retreat in panic and caution, 
causing the economy to stumble 
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The instant it happened

Okay, Gov., but speakingabout recap jobs ... 
Bill Gallagher of the Flint Journal was a bit 
miffed. He had to work Labor Day. It was misty, 
“the kind of day you want to be some place else, and 
I was working for a Republican paper ...” But he 
spotted the shoe and thought the shot had prospects.

Tenn (AP) - 
When Turner Kirkland started 
his antique gun business, he op­ 
erated out of the trunk of his 
car. Today, the operation is a 
$2 million-a-year business with 
a combined showroom-museum - 
warehouse that draws collec­ 
tors from all over 
Scattered around the show­ 
room and filed away in bins in 
the warehouse are things like

Kirkland to kill an elephant 
during an African safari. 
Despite its size, the Dixie 
Gun Works is conducted with a 
combination of down home hos­ 
pitality and frankness, making 
it hard to walk out of the place 
without buying something like a 
small cannon ($125) or a leath­ 
er hunting pouch ($14). 
"Now here's a 
man who 
drove all the way down here 
from Illinois," Kirkland says, 
leaning over a counter to in­ 
spect two ancient pistols "He 
wants to swap us these pistols 
for these two rifles, and I be­ 
lieve we ll be able to strike a 
bargair ..

John M Teem, former assist­ 
ant administrator of the Ener­ 
gy Research and Development 
Administration in charge of so­ 
lar, geothermal and advanced 
energy systems, said the White 
House’s Office of Management 
and Budget “ is getting involved 
in much greater detail than it 
should" in solar energy plan­ 
ning 
He also said the adminis­ 
tration failed to seek sufficient 
funds in its fiscal 1977 budget 


request to stimulate interest in 
solar energy 
Teem’s resignation was an­ 
nounced by the White House 
Jan. 30. less than a year after 
he took office. The announce­ 
ment made no mention of the 
spending dispute Teem s resig­ 
nation letter to President Ford 
was 
not distributed by 
the 
White House press office. 
The letter said Teem was 
leaving for personal reasons 
Although the letter made no di­ 
rect reference to his complaints 
about 
energy 
policy, 
Teem 
made it clear in an interview at 
his Potomac, Md., home that 
they were substantial factors in 
his decision to quit. 
His resignation letter said he 
was urging “more vigorous fed­ 
eral roles in the solar heating 
and cooling of buildings and re­ 


lated agricultural and industri­ 
al process applications and in

semination. 
“I fear that without this stim­ 
ulation the private sector will 
not achieve the early com­ 
mercial market development of 
solar energy which is needed ’’ 
In the interview. Teem said 
Ford is seeking a fiscal 1977 so­ 
lar energy budget, which would 
go into effect Oct. 1, that would 
be 35 per cent greater than the 
fiscal 1976 appropriation. He 
said the request “gave great in­ 
creases for all the programs 1 
had responsibility for, except in 
the basic research area.”

BUILDING INSULATION BECOMES 
TARGET FOR FEDERAL CONTROL 
Spending the extra money to be sure your new home is 
insulated properly will benefit you and the nation. It will save 
you money on future fuel bills and conserve fuel for future 
generations. 
But should the federal government force you to insulate 
ycur home or business? 
* That is exactly what the Energy Conservation in 
Building Act (H.R. 8650) would do. The bill would authorize 
the Department of Housing and Urban Development to set 
up regulations for insulation of new buildings. Direct federal 
financial assistance would be denied new construction which 
does not meet those standards. 
But the bill doesn’t stop there. It would also prohibit 
banks and savings and loan institutions regulated or insured 
by the federal government -- which nearly all are — from 
lending money for construction that does not meet the 
standards. 
Flood Insurance Precedent 
Unfortunately, there is a precedent for this misuse of the 
banking laws to force compliance with a program — the 
federal flood insurance program. 
The flood insurance program involves the very same 
sanctions and the same requirement that local jurisdictions 
adopt and enforce HUD-dictated ordinances. 
Moreover, the programs in both cases hold the 
individual property owner liable for the failure of the 
community to adopt the required building codes. Unless the 
community is persuaded to go along with the standards, all 
the sanctions will be applied against the individual. 
The bill is another step toward the establishment of a 
national building code and land use program. If we can 
rationalize the imposition of these sanctions to force 
compliance 
with 
flood-proofing 
and 
weather-proofing 
standards, I don’t know what logic would prevent its ultimate 
extension to force compliance with some master federal land 
use plan. 
Amendment Would Ease Sanctions 
I have introduced an amendment to eliminate the 
banking sanction and the requirement that every local 
jurisdiction adopt the HUD building code. The amendment 
would retain the sanction on direct federal assistance, but 
this would be enforced on a case-by-case basis, avoiding the 
necessity of imposing HUD building codes on local 
jurisdictions. 
I agree with the objectives of the bill. This country 
should embark on a major energy conservation effort. But 
there are limits on how far the government should go in 
imposing its ideas on individuals and local communities, and 
this bill goes too far.

Meanwhile, a key measure 
to require deadbolt security 
devices on apartment doors 
seems to be locked out of the 
House. 
The tenants' rights bill ap­ 
parently is too far down on the 
House agenda to be passed 
before the legislature ends its 
session in April. The deadbolt 
lock bill has not even been con­ 
sidered by a House com­ 
mittee. 
The tenants’ rights measure 
proposed by Asst. Attorney 
General Harvey Tettlebaum 
would require landlords to pay 
five per cent interest on 
deposits collected from ten­ 
ants for leases of at least 
one year. 
The deposits would have to 
be returned within 30 days af­ 
ter a lease expires. 


Landlords 
who 
collect 
damage deposits would have 
to keep records on the con­ 
dition of a rented house or 
apartment. 
Tettlebaum, who heads the 
consumer protection division 
of the attorney general’s of­ 
fice, estimates that 90 per cent 
of the legislators own rental 
property. 
“They have a landlord’s 
point of view.” Tettlebaum 
said landlord legislators just 
aren’t interested in a bill 
which would make them pay 
interest and relax their con­ 
trols on tenants, he said. 
Democratic Rep. Murray 
Stone of St. lxmis, the bill’s

Over the years, the bells had 
been forgotten. Some were mis­ 
placed 
Now, with the country cele­ 
brating the Bicentennial, they 
are being liberated from ware­ 
houses and state house base­ 
ments across the land and used 
again, although some of the 25- 
year-old replicas have not held 
up as well as their great-great- 
great-granddaddy 
in 
Phila­ 
delphia. 
Oregonians last July 4 rang 
their bell with a hammer The 
clapper, stowed in a storeroom 
some years back by a forgetful 
soul, couldn’t be located. 
Today, the clapper is back in 
place. And this year on the 
Fourth, Oregon’s bell-ringing 
will be more traditional.- 
Georgia's bell has languished 
on a concrete slab in a back 
comer of the state capitol since 
1950, but there's a move afoot 
to hoist it to a park across the 
street in time for July 4 
The restoration is part of a 
national 
campaign 
by 
the 
American 
Bell 
Association, 
people interested in rescuing 
bells in distress. 
The gong 
lovers hope to marshal the rep­ 
licas for a five-minute unison 
chiming on Independence Day. 
Not only were some of the 
bells misplaced over the years 
(South Carolina’s was found 
last summer in the tunnels of 
the state house), but some were 


appropriated. 
Illinois 
officials 
began 
a 
search for their bell after over­ 
hearing the brass from other 
states discussing the replicas at 
a recent conference.

After reception on July 4, 
1950, it was taken by ship to 
each of the Hawaiian islands 
for display in public schools. 
In 1956. the bell was shipped 
to the West Coast for a ceremo­ 
nial journey to Washington. 
Along the way it was “rung for 
liberty” to promote Hawaii’s 
desire for statehood, realized 
three years later. 
After the trip to the nation’s 
capital, 5,000 miles away, the 
bell was returned to Honolulu 
and put on display in the state 
office building.

New resolution could change 
University budget process

Senate Joint Resolution 47 is a 
short piece of legislation. Four 
lines, 11 new words. 
Sitting on a table next to the 
criminal code revision or the 
modernization resolution, the 
one-page measure is easily 
lost in the shuffle. 
In fact, many of the state's 
university presidents have not 
heard of SJR 47, although if it 
is passed this year the effect 
on their institutional pocket- 
books will be enormous. 
Under SJR 47, the budgeting 
process for all state univer­ 
sities would be modified and 
b ro u g h t 
under 
tig h te r 
legislative control. 
University presidents make 
annual appearances before 
the 
appropriations 
com ­ 
m ittees 
to 
justify 
their 
budgets, item by item. But the 
committees only take action 
on the bottom line, the total 
budget figure. The University 
of Missouri’s bottom line this 
year, for example, is $202.2 
million. 
If SJR 47 is passed by the 
legislature, and approved by 
the voters in November, this 
budgeting 
process 
will 
change. Appropriations com­ 
mittees will be able to in­ 
crease or reduce the figures in 
any portion of the universities' 
budgets, a process called line- 
item appropriation. 
“We are doing this so that 
the universities can’t take 
their $200 million each year 
and play around with it,” said 
Sen.

Price of hamburger 
vs. Civil Defense 


By Tom Tiede 
WASHINGTON - (NEA) — In its complex effort to cut the 
cost of some government to allow increases in the cost of 
some other government, the Administration is proposing a 
guillotine slice in fiscal 1977 for the nation’s civil defense 
agency. The budget suggestion would reduce C.D. expen­ 
ditures from the current $87 million to $71 million, or from 38 
cents per capita per year to about 31 cents, providing less for 
this common defense of 220 million Americans than the cost of 
a hamburger per person. 
At that, many in Washington feel the outlav is excessive. In 
a world where nations have accumulated at least 15,000 
megatons of deliverable nuclear destruction (the Hiroshima 
bomb was .013 megaton), the popular notion is that a civil 
defense against doomsday is impossible, thus funds for C D. 
are improvident. Besides, as they say, even if people could be 
saved from the atomic war, what would they be saved for? 
Yet while the theory of hopelessness pervades America, it 
has few adherents across the water in other lands of hyper­ 
bolic hydrogenation. The Soviet Union spends approximately 
$5 per capita for civil defense and reportedly has the capacity 
of saving as many as 94 per cent of the Russian people in a 
nuclear attack. China, too,labors on the side of survival op­ 
timism, having familiarized many of its 800 million people 
with an extensive underground shelter system 
Are we sm art and they dumb? There are still a few around 
town who think not. Granted, the few are mostly paid 
employees of the C.D. industry, undoubtedly worried as much 
for their jobs as anything, yet there is an argument to be made 
that what is good or bad for the C.D. bureaucrats may be good 
or bad for the people of the Republic. Even our weak C.D ef­ 
fort is being sabotaged by cost cutting. Soon our nuclear 
protection will perhaps consist of one watchman in Oshkosh 
turning on the siren and then running like hell with everyone 
else 
R is probably true that C.D. officials have unconsciously 
cooperated in the benign neglect of their purpose When 
America first looked to them for advice in the frightening Fif­ 
ties, they told everybody to build a bomb shelter in the 
backyard. After that debacle, C.D shifted emphasis to com­ 
munity shelter programs, but the opportunity had passed To­ 
day there are allegedly 230 million designated shelter spaces in 
the nation, almost all of them unknown to the people, and as 
for the supply stocks they have for the large part been eaten 
by rats or sent off to other countries as U.S. aid. 
Besides the faulty thinking at C.D (officially, the bureau is 
now called Defense Civil Preparedness Agency), there has 
been slumbering leadership The present director, John Davis, 
has been in charge, it seems, since the days of the crossbows 
His credentials include the fact he was once a mediocre gover­ 
nor of North Dakota He has been unable for a decade to in­ 
terest anyone in C D., a failure that could have consequences 
beyond this editorial dig. 
Yet crippling the C.D. bureaucracy because of its inep­ 
titudes will serve only to compound the agency’s weaknesses, 
Currently C.D officers are studying a new approach to civil 
protection, that of combining evacuation procedures with the 
in place shelter program. It copies the Russian idea, and has 
merit Yet it has no future if budget cuts necessitate a one- 
third cut of the DCPA staff of 650 Already the staff is too 
small to create a meaningful C.D. program in America

“ We have a bit of just about 
of everything down here," says 
Mike Gmgerich, m anager of 
UVS's sprawling subterranean 
warehouse, where the motto, 
"Security in Depth.” is literal. 
Gingerich and about 40 other 
UVS 
employes 
spend 
their 
working days 650 feet beneath 
the flat Kansas prairies as cus­ 
todians for tons of corporate 
and 
government 
paperwork, 
thousands of miles of film and 
computer tape and a variety of 
other valuables 
There are Bibles in 2,400 lan­ 
guages and dialects, classic 
films, 300-year-old newspapers 
and a wedding dress, all salted 
away for posterity. 
Underground Vaults and Stor­ 
age Inc., has what Gingerich 
considers the world's ultim ate 
safety deposit box—a Kansas 
salt mine that is impervious to 
everything 
from

mouse to a nuclear blast 
The mine on the outskirts of 
Hutchinson still produces about 
1,000 tons of salt a day for the 
Car iy Salt Co., and it also of­ 
fers plenty of space for UVS 
storage facilities 
“ Right now we have about 
250 acres of space and we can 
expand as the need develops,” 
G ingench said “ We’re not go^ 
ing to run out of room for a 
long tim e." 
The mine and its storage 
vaults lie in the heart of a salt

dried up Carey has mined the

location 650 feet underground at 
the end of an unmarked mine 
tunnel. 


“The biggest deterrent to un 
authorized entry is that 54-story 
hole out there,” he says of the 
elevator shaft to the surface 
“ It’s the only way in or out.”

MIAMI (AP) — President 
Ford and Jimmy Carter en­ 
joyed the fruits of Florida pri­ 
mary victories while turning 
ahead to what they and the oth­ 
er candidates for the Republi­ 
can and Democratic presiden­ 
tial nominations agree is anoth­ 
er key test: Illinois 
Ford ran his early primary 
record to four-for-four over 
challenger 
Ronald 
Reagan 
while Carter swept past Ala­ 
bama Gov. George C. Wallace 
in their first head-to-head elec­ 
tion test in the South. 
Ford got 53 per cent of the 
vote to Reagan’s 47 per cent. 
Among Democrats, Carter got 
34 per cent, Wallace 31 per cent 
and Sen. Henry M. Jackson 24 
per cent. The rest of the Demo­ 
cratic votes were split. 
Jackson, who outpolled Car­ 
ter a week ago to win in Mas­ 


sachusetts, said today that he 
was happy with third-place in 
Tuesday’s Florida primary. 
‘I never claimed we were go­ 
ing to carry here," the Wash­ 
ington senator said in an inter­ 
view on NBC’s "Today" show. 
Asked if the Florida results 
represented a setback, Jackson 
said, “Absolutely not,” but he 
said they did increase the com­ 
petition between him and Car­ 
ter. "I think it puts us toe to 
toe,” he said. 


Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey of 
Minnesota, who has said he is 
not a candidate but would ac­ 
cept the nomination if a dead­ 
locked convention offered it to 
him, said in a “Today” show 
interview 
from 
Washington: 
"This is a horse race now.” 


He added that major tests lie 
ahead. "The industrial states 


are not yet on the line and they 
are the states where the big 
blocs of delegates are to be 
found ...” 
Carter, heading for Chicago 
today, said his primary victory 
was "a good springboard for us 
to go on next week to the large 
industrial State of Illinois." 
The former Georgia governor 
said his victory was a defeat 
for Wallace, who won the 1972 
Florida primary with 42 per 
cent of the vote, but said Wal­ 
lace isn’t out of the race yet. 


The Alabama governor, who 
was in Illinois seeking votes, 
said the defeat wasn’t “the best 
thing in the world" for his cam­ 
paign, but added: "I’m still in 
the race for the presidency.” 
He said Florida was "cosmo­ 
politan ... not exactly a so- 
called Southern state.” 


Reagan, also in Illinois, said 
he was pleased 
“They were 
the ones who kept saying it was 
make or break for me," he 
said, referring to predictions by 
Ford campaign workers that a 
Reagan loss in Florida would 
knock the former California 
governor out of the race. 
Reagan declined to predict 
what would happen in Illinois, 
stressing that Ford has the ad­ 
vantage of an incumbent.

The Sikeston R-6 School Board 
wants to fight a recent tax 
commission ruling which cuts 
the district’s tax ratios in half 
and could cost the school systen 
$83,000 during the next school 
year. 


The board decided during its 
regular 
monthly 
m eeting 
Tuesday to ask other districts in 
the state if they would be willing 
to join together to fight the 
commission ruling. 


Nearly all other districts in 
Missouri, with the exception of 
large municipal districts, had 
their county’s tax ratios cut 
from one half to two thirds by 
the commission. 


The tax ratio is a percentage 
figure based on the market 
value of land and property. 
Superintendent Sam Harbin 
told the board that if the cut 
stands and ‘‘all things remain 
equal" the cut will cost the 
Sikeston school system $83,000 in 
the 1977 78 school year 
The districts ratio was cut 
from 30 per cent to 15 8 per cent. 
The board will also ask the tax 
commission in writing for the

Both bills, which must now be 
combined into a single piece of 
legislation,

laborers toil under the sun. 
Each is just another pair of 
hands in the arm y of m igrant 
workers who harvest the winter 
vegetable crop 


On some erf the great cor­ 
porate farm s, he earns barely 
enough to pay for three tasteless 
meals, a filthy m attress to sleep 
on and a bottle of wine to dull his 
backache. 
U nable 
to 
pick 
vegetable^ fast enough to keep 
up with the charges that are 
deducted from his paycheck, he 
lives in virtual bondage. 
We have received complaints 
that 
such 
peonage is 
com­ 
monplace in Florida We sent 
our reporter Hal Bernton to 
Florida, therefore, to infiltrate 
the field crews and to find out 
what their lives are like 
It was a dangerous assign­ 
ment. He was warned that the 
growers sometimes use brute 
force to keep their field hands in 
line, that he could not expect 
protection from the local police 
and politicians, some of whom 
are on the side of the agriculture 
empires 


Bernton dressed in grubby 
clothes, grew some face stubble 
and bedded down in a flop house 
in the town of Immokolee For 
two days, he hung around skid 
row 
w here, 
he 
was 
told, 
recruiters picked up derelicts to 
work in the fields. 
At last, he was approached by 
three buxom women who offered 
him steady work, three daily 
meals and decent wages 
He 
* climbed into the back of a blue 
van, which he shared with two 
grizzled old men, both of them in 
an alcoholic daze 
The van rattled off into the 
steamy 
Florida 
night 
over 
dusty, back-country roads, 
which pushed through scrub 
pines, scraggly palmettos and 
everglade swam ps The route 


took them about 50 miles to a 
tomato farm south of Naples It 
was part of the international 
farm ing em pire of A Duda and 
Sons 
The entrance to the Duda 
property was marked by a huge 
"No Trespassing" sign At the 
work cam p down the road, a 
ferocious 
Doberman 
Pincher 
strained at his leash and snarled 
at the new arrivals. 
The cam p was a depressing 
place- row after row of bat­ 
tered. old trailers upon a par­ 
ched site that was barren except 
for 
scattered, 
empty 
wine 
bottles and tin cans The wind 
whipped up the sandy, acrid 
dust until Bernton had to squint 
tightly to keep the sand out of his 
eyes 


Each trailer was divided into 
four com partm ents. He shared a 
tiny com partm ent with a bleary 
companion who lurched around 
at night. The room was streaked 
with grim e and stank of urine 
Our reporter slept fitfully on a 
cot 
equipped with 
a 
filthy, 
pillow less m attress 
The workers were rousted up 
with the sun They crowded into 
a leaky m etal hut for a modest 
breakfast 
that 
was charged 
against their paychecks. The 
dreary, 
starchy m eals were 
overpriced At the end of the 
week, at least $42 was deducted 
from each paycheck for food 
alone This took more than half 
of what the average picker had 
coming. 


Each field hand was provided 
a m etal pan and tin can as his 
personal utensils 
He washed 
them 
in 
an 
outside 
basin, 
w ithout 
soap. 
Poisonous 
pesticides from the hands of the 
pickers could easily be passed 
from plate to plate 
Bernton was assigned to a 
field work crew of 30 weary men 
and women who were hauled 
into the tomato Helds in an old 
school bus The work as back 
breaking Bernton hunched over 
row after row of tomato plants, 
pushing a huge plastic bucket in 
front of him. He had to scrounge 
among the vines for tomatoes of 
the proper size and color. 
The 
leaves,

between incentives for savings 
versus consumption, the capital 
gains rates should be reduced to 
thepre-1969 levels.” 
“Capital gains” is the ac­ 
countant’s way of describing 
appreciation in the value of 
property or securities held over 
a period of time. The increase in 
value of such investments at the 
time of sale is called a capital 
gain In recent years, inflation, 
in the words of the Council, has 
made: “ Much of the gain on 
long-term 
capital 
in­ 
vestments .illusory as inflation 
occurring 
over

period can m ake it impossible to 
reinvest the proceeds in current 
assets of comparable value." 
The capital gains tax has 
become a

"I ought to blow your 
heads off," he yelled at them 
A chuck wagon brought a 
lukewarm lunch of beans, rice 
and cornbread to the fields The 
workers wolfed down the food, 
stuffing it into their mouths with 
unwashed hands covered with 
pesticides and tomato stains 
At the end of the day, the 
workers w ere fed another poor 
meal.

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Students find 
trace of man dating 
back to 200 B.C. 


SKIATOOK, Okla. (AP)-Un- 
der a rock ledge about a half- 
hour’s drive from metropolitan 
Tulsa, archaeological students 
are finding one of the oldest 
traces of man in this area. 
Diggers, working ahead of a 
future reservoir construction, 
have unearthed what appears 
to be a semipermanent resi­ 


dence of man dating back to 
200 B.C. 
The site is about 15 miles 
west of Skiatook on the up­ 
stream reaches of what will be 
Skiatook Reservoir when a dam 
on Hominy Creek is completed 
in 1982. 
The work is being done by 
the University of Tulsa archae­ 


ology department deaded by 
Dr. Don Henry. It is one of the 
most significant digs in Okla­ 
homa in many years, university 
officials believe. 
Digging is about 40 inches be­ 
low the surface and is still pro­ 
ducing 
artifacts. 
By 
com­ 
parison, the dig by the univer­ 
sity department at the site of 
the proposed Copan Reservoir 
ran out of artifacts at about 12 
to 15 inches. 
Found 
at 
fairly 
shallow 
depths here have been pottery 
shards. But only flint tools are 
found deeper, indicating that 
that level pre-dates knowledge 
of pottery and is evidence of a 
stone-age era. 
The Skiatook site is located 
on the 5,000-acre ranch of Mrs 


Don Moore at the foot of an 
overhanging bluff of rock. It 
faces south, shielded from the 
north wind and warmed by the 
sun throughout the day. 
The site is exceptionally dry, 
Henry said, protected from rain 
by an extensive overhang. It is 
within 200 yards of Hominy 
Creek. 
Inside the cave, near the en­ 
trance, diggers found an ash pit 
or hearth. It was used for 
many years, probably as a se­ 
curity fire for protection from 
beasts at night and also for 
cooking. 
Farhter 
inside 
a 
rockfall 
from the ceiling has limited ac­ 
cess. Henry plans to remove 
some of the rock later to ex­ 
plore more before the 1982 in­ 


undation date. 
Other artifacts at the site 
have included shells of mussels 
which the occupants took from 
Hominy Creek; bones of small 
game such as rabbits and 
squirrels; fish vertebrae; larg­ 
er bones of both deer and bison 
and a variety of flint tools for 
hunting and skinning game. 
“ They fished and found mus­ 
sels in Hominy Creek, killed 
small game in the immediate 
vicinity and apparently killed 
bison on the more open prairie 
of Osage County north of this 
site,” Henry says. 
Carbonized walnuts, pecans 
and hackberries also have been 
found at the site. 
All the material found is tak­ 
en to the university archae­ 


ology laboratory for analysis. A 
report will be written for the 
National Park Service and the 
Army Corps of Engineers. 
Mrs. Moore, who gave per­ 
mission for the research, told 
Henry 
she 
recalls 
playing 
among the rocks at the site 
when she was a girl. 
“ My father told me that dur­ 
ing World War I he used to find 
deserters living in the caves 
around here,” she said. 
Henry says findings such as 
this prove that archaeology is 
as important in the United 
States as it is in Egypt and the 
Mideast 
"What we find in Oklahoma 
and North America in digs like 
this is the only story the early 
native Americans left us,” he 


said. “This is the only way we 
can learn about them and docu­ 
ment their lives ”

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Childhood cancer deaths 
reduced with treatment

CHICAGO (AP) — More chil­ 
dren are being cured of cancer 
today as a result of better diag­ 
nosis and treatment of the dis­ 
ease, says a Milwaukee 
searcher. 
Dr. Donald Pinkel, a Medical 
College of Wisconsin pediatri­ 
cian, surveyed recent advances 
in childhood cancer treatment 
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in the March 8 issue of the 
Journal of the American Medi­ 
cal Association. 
He points out that the diag­ 
nosis of cancer in children in 
the past was accompanied by a 
“ fatalistic outlook.” 
But he also says improved 
diagnostic and treatment tech­ 
niques “ have led to increasing 
periods of disease-free survival 
and probable cure for greater 
proportions of children ... 
“ Although only 1 pa- cent of 
cancer occurs in children, the 
potential number of productive 
years of life to be saved by 
eliminating childhood and ado­ 
lescent cancer deaths is nearly 
equal to that to be saved by 
eradicating adult cancer mor­ 
tality,” Pinkel said. 
The American Cancer Society 
says cancer is second only to 
accidents as the cause of death 
for children under 15. 
While about 3,500 children un­ 
der 15 now die yearly of can­ 
cer, the ACS said, this is a “ no­ 
table reduction” from the peak 
of 4,615 who died of cancer a 
decade ago. 
In his survey report, Pinkel 
said acute lymphocytic leu­ 
kemia is the most frequent 
form of childhood cancer and 
10 years ago was considered al­ 
most uniformly fatal.

Cancer Detection Days will be 
held in Scott County April 1-3, 
and Dr. 
Robert C. Ahlvin, 
pathologist at Missouri Delta 
Community 
Hospital, 
has 
provided answers to several 
questions about the project. 
Question — What is meant by 
Cancer Detection Days? 
Answer— On April 1, 2 and 3, 
kits to detect cancer of the colon 
and rectum will be available at 
18 distribution points throughout 
Scott County. They are free and 
are easy to use. The test is 
painless and the specimens are 
obtamed in complete privacy. 
The test is effective in that it will 
detect up to 90 per cent of colon 
and rectal cancer. We hope to 
have 2,000 of our residents over 
the age of 40 take this test on 
those days. 
Question: 
Why 
colon 
and 
rectal cancer? 


Answer— Cancer of the colon 
and rectum is one of the most 
common cancers in our society 
generally and in Scott County 
specifically. This is one kind of 
cancer that can be cured if found 
early, especially if found before 
it produces symptoms. One way 
to find early cancer of the polon 
and rectum, probably the single 
best way, is with this test. 
Question— How does one take 
the test? 
Answer— The test is essen­ 
tially a test to detect very small 
amounts in the stool or bowel 


movement. The kit consists of 
three small slides in folders and 
three applicator sticks. A small 
amount of stool from 
an 
evacuation is placed on cne of the 
slides with the applicator stick. 
Since cancers often bleed off and 
on, this procedure is repeated 
with the next two evacuations. 
Then the slides in their folders 
are put back in the envelope and 
mailed to us. 
Question— 
Are there any 
special precautions? 
Answer— 
Yes, 
there 
are 
some. Since this is a chemical 
test for blood, some things that 
are similar chemically to blood 


may interfere with the test and 
other substances may prevent 
the test from working properly. 
Therefore, there are some diet 
suggestions that each person 
should

during

collection period to make the 
test more meaningful. 
These are also quite easy and 
should cause no difficulty. The 
diet suggestions will be ex­ 
plained when the kits are picked 
up. 
These 
diet 
suggestions 
should not be followed if the 
patient has been placed on a 
restricted diet by his or her 
physician for any cause. 
Question— Who will analyze 
the specimen? 
Answer— The specimens will 
be examined by a physician and 
you will be informed by letter as 
to the results. 
Question— Does a positive 
result mean that 1 have cancer? 
Answer— No, it does not. 
What it does mean is that you 
have some blood in the stool. 
There are many causes for such 
blood and cancer is only one of 
them. What it does mean is that 
you have one of the warning 


signals 
and you should 
be 
examined by your physician. 
Question— Should everyone in 
Scott Couty ova- 40 take the 
test? 
Answer— Again no. If you 
already know that you have a 
condition that may cause blood 
in the stool and are seeing a 
physician for this, the test would 
have 
no 
meaning for you. 
Similarly, if you have symptoms 
that suggest cancer of the colon 
and rectum such as blood in the 
stool that can be seen or have 
had a persistent change in bowel 
habits, you should see your 
physician regardless of how the 
Question— Where can one get 
a free test kit?

House okays one-stop licensing

(AP) — Authorization for one- 
stop vehicle licensing in the 
state has been given final ap­ 
proval by the Missouri House 
and forwarded to the Senate. 
In its first night meeting of 
this year's session Tuesday, the 
House also sent to the Senate a 
bill calling for all group hospi­ 
talization, accident and sick­ 
ness insurance policies to cover 
hospital treatment for alcohol­ 
ism. 


The night session, along with 
another scheduled for Wednes­ 
day, was ordered by House 
leaders last week to clear up 
the backlog of bills still await­ 
ing either initial or final consid­ 
eration in the House With less 
than two months of the session 
left, no proposal has gained fi­ 
nal passage and been sent to 
the governor. 
Under the so-called one-stop 
licensing 
bill, 
local govern­ 
ments would have the authority 
to contract with the state for 
collection of their local vehicle 
tax at the same time a motorist 
obtains his state license plates 
The Department of Revenue 
would then keep 4 per cent of 
the funds as payment for its 
service 
and 
the 
remainder 
would be turned back to the lo­ 
cal government Backers of the 
measure claim a combined op­ 
eration would be more efficient, 
especially in large cities 
The House, however, did de­ 
feat a proposal that would have 
increased the exemptions from 


creditor claims a person de­ 
claring bankruptcy would be 
entitled to. 
The bill would have boosted 
from $200 to $2,000 the amount 
in 
household 
furniture 
that 
could be exempted and from 
$200 to $500 the amount of pro­ 
visions that could be exempted 
It also would have allowed per­ 
sons to alternately exempt $5,- 
000 instead of the present $500 
in real or personal property or 
wages The present levels have 
not been revised since 1909 
But opponents claimed the 
hike from $500 to $5,000 was too 
high despite the pledge of spon­ 
sors of the bill that the increase 
would be lowered to $1,500 in 
the Senate or they would ask 
the governor to veto the bill. 
For the remainder of the two- 
hour session, the chamber con­ 
sidered relatively minor bills, 
sending 10 of them to the Sen­ 
ate.

Bill limits evidence in rape cases

iAP) — Strict limitations on 
admissibility of evidence con­ 
cerning a rape victim’s prior 
sexual activities has gained 
tentative approval in the Mis­ 
souri House 
But the measure, adopted on 
a 123-18 vote Tuesday, was only 
approved 
after 
its 
backers 
fought off several attempts to 
either kill or dilute it 
The bill is intended to halt 
the harassment faced by many 
rape victims after they decide 
to prosecute their assailants 
Supporters of the evidence limi­ 
tations claim they will lead to 
more rape victims reporting 
the assaults and agreeing to 
prosecute 
“ Rape is the least reported 
and the least prosecuted of all 
crimes,’’ said the proposal’s 
sponsor Steve Vossmeyer, D-St 
Louis, who said the use of evi­ 
dence on prior sexual conduct 
of rape victims has been “sub­ 
ject to growing concern, grow­ 
ing awareness and the abuses 
of the past that have come to 
light.” 
The bill, which still faces fi­ 
nal House approval before go­ 


ing to the Senate, would prohib­ 
it introduction of evidence con­ 
cerning a victim’s reputation 
for promiscuous sexual activity 
in the past and would limit evi­ 
dence on prior sexual activity 
of a victim with her assailant 
to incidents occurring at about 
the same time as the alleged 
rape. 
It would also require a closed 
hearing before the trial judge 
who would decide whether any 


attempts to invoke the provi­ 
sions allowing use of certain 
prior sexual activity evidence 
would be relevant to the case. 
Opponents of the measure, 
citing instances when women 
have lied about being raped, 
claimed the limitations on ad­ 
missible evidence could result 
in a miscarriage of justice.

Miller, who bowls on the team spon­ 
sored by Falkoff1 s Mens Store, rolled his 
300 gem in the final game of the night 
against the Tanner Street Church of 
Christ team. The perfect game also 
lifted his total for the three game series 
to 701, earning him an additional $50 
from Imperial Lanes. 
The perfect game is the first in the 
history of Imperial Lanes, according to 
owner Arthur Ziegenhom. The Lanes - 
have been in Sikeston about 20 years, 
including their old location on North 
Main, where they operated for the first 
six years. 
Miller, who carries a 171 average, 
rolled scores of 187 and 214 before 
coming up with twelve consecutive 
strike balls in the third game. Although 
there were several other league games 
still going on on other lanes, all action 
stopped when Miller stepped to the 
approach for his tenth frame on lane 
two. 
“I first started thinking about the 
perfect game after the sixth frame,” 
said Miller, who has been bowling for 
eight years. ‘‘The worst part was 
waiting for my turn on the tenth.”

NEW YORK (AP) - Can you 
imagine Johnny Bench, F ran 
Tarkenton, Bobby Orr and Rick 
Barry standing on line, waiting 
for their unemployment pay­ 
checks? 
Don’t laugh: it’s possible. 
Because most of them are 
paid on a seasonal basis, pro­ 
fessional athletes are technical­ 
ly eligible for unemployment 
benefits, according to an offi­ 
cial of the D epartm ent of L a­ 
bor. 


Robert Seeboi. associate re­ 
gional adm inistrator of the em ­ 
ployment 
training 
adm inis­ 
tration, said that a player's in­ 
come during the period he is 
paid by his Team would not en­ 
ter into the question of his eligi­ 
bility for unemployment bene­ 
fits. 
Several Milwaukee Brewers 
players have been receiving 
benefits, according to Bud Se- 
lig, president of the baseball 
team . 
"N orm ally, yes, they would 
be eligible,” said Seeboi. “ High 
earnings would not bar them 
from receiving benefits during 
the period when they are not 
employed.” 
The key to the whole m atter 
is the period of paydays for pro 
athletes. 
Most baseball players nor­ 
m ally are paid twice a month 
starting from April 15 and run­ 
ning through the end of the sea­ 
son They are not paid in the 
off-season The sam e is true for 
football players, most of whom 


are 
paid 
over 
the 
14-week 
schedule of the regular season 
from Septem ber until Decem ­ 
ber. Almost all hockey and bas­ 
ketball 
players also receive 
their salaries twice a month 
during the season. 


There are, of course, ex­ 
ceptions. Some players choose 
to be paid on a 12-month basis 
to assure regular income all 
year long They would not be 
eligible for unemployment ben­ 
efits But technically, said See­ 
boi, when athletes are not re­ 
ceiving paychecks from their 
clubs, they are unemployed. 
“ Each case is taken individ­ 
ually," the Labor Departm ent 
official said. "The claim s ex­ 
am iner would look at the appli­ 
cant’s over-all salary He would 
have to be available for suit­ 
able work and if he was not 
looking for work, they'd prob­ 
ably give him a hard tim e."

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A Cypress Gardens “ Vista”

There are picture windows 
without glass almost every­ 
where you go in Florida’s Cy­ 
press Gardens near Winter 
Haven. Through a clearing in 
the lush foliage, along the lakes 
and lagoons, through an open­ 
ing in the gnarled cypress trees 
that give the gardens their 
name, you will see a delightful 
and different picture of flowers, 
trees, water and walks. 
Richard Pope, the founder 
and owner, describes as “ vis­ 
tas” the scenes he fashioned in 
350 acres. Pope, who will be 76 
in April, and his wife, Julie, 
built this lush, green empire 
from a swamp, starting a few 
years after the Depression. 
When they began developing 
Cypress Gardens, he “ did not 
know one plant from another,” 
Pope said. “ We cut up old rail­ 
road ties to make wooden pav­ 
ing blocks for garden paths. 
Then we started planting aza­ 
leas.” 
To drain the swamps, Pope 
built canals. These he utilized 
to carry visitors through the 
gardens in boats. Cypress Gar­ 
dens is also the scene of water 
skiing shows. Mrs. Pope staged 
the first showing during World 
War II, a few years after the 
gardens opened in 1937. 
With public transportation re­ 
stricted by tne war, six soldiers 
came to the Gardens and asked 
about a water show. Mrs. Pope 
put one on, aided by her son 
Richard Jr., and daughter, Adr- 
ienne.The next week a convoy 
of 800 soldiers arrived. Admis­ 
sion was 25 cents. Now admis­ 
sion to the gardens, including 
water show, is 13.75.

Hormones linked 
to personality

D EAR DR. LAMB - I 
would like to know if a hor­ 
mone im balance can cause 
emotional disturbances in a 
woman under 30 years of age. 
I know this can occur during 
the menopause and patients 
are given hormone pills 
If 
'this is true, how could I go~ 
about finding out if a hormone 
im balance exists. Can you tell 
by a pap sm ear0 Please let 
me know because I believe I 
have a hormone imbalance. 
DEAR READER - Your 
glands may affect your per­ 
sonality and your personality 
may affect your glands. That 
statem ent is not limited to sex 
hormones but they certainly 
are included in it 
I have seen patients with 
psychotic episodes associated 
with an overactive thyroid At 
the other end of the spectrum 
we have a condition called 
m yxedem a m adness which 
re fe rs to the p erso n ality 
changes or dem entia that can 
occu r in individuals w ith 
severe advanced low thyroid 
function 
S im ila rly one can see 
patients with psychoses which 
may be tem porary in associa­ 
tion with taking cortisone and 
other adrenal cortex hor­ 
mones 
Sex hormones can affect 
one's behavior Male hormone 
tends to m ake men m ore 
aggressive. Estrogen tends to 
increase a woman's feminini­ 
ty and receptiveness although 
this response is more noted in 
anim als below the level of the 
human 
E m otional 
d istu rb a n ce s 
often occur at the menopause 
tim e but whether they are 
specifically related to a hor­ 
mone im balance or not is 
often open to question There 
are many other factors going 
on at this phase of life Such 
emotional 
disturbances are 
frequently not helped by the 
adm inistration of fem ale sex 


hormones. 
The problem is complicated 
by the inadvisable practice of 
giving fem ale hormones to 
women with emotional distur­ 
bances which are not really 
related to the menopause at 
all. Many menopausal symp­ 
tom s overlap the kind of 
sym ptom s associated with 
a n x ie ty 
and 
d e p re s s io n 
problems. The clinician m ust 
be alert to separate the two 
conditions and treat the one 
that is really giving the dif­ 
ficulty. 
Women can have a very ear­ 
ly p re m a tu re m enopause 
There are cases on record 
younger than 30 years of age. 
One can tell if there is a 
deficiency of fem ale hormone 
by special stains done on cells 
o b t a i n e d w i t h t h e P a p 
sm e ar. One can also get 
som e idea of a horm one 
deficiency by testing the urine 
and blood 
Since you have raised this 
question I am sure you will 
not be satisfied until it is 
answered. The solution then is 
to go see your obstetrics and 
gynecology specialist and tell 
him what you really want to 
know He can do or have the 
proper tests done. However. I 
think that if he tells you that 
your hormone balance is quite 
normal, the next step is to see 
about getting some help for 
what you have labeled as an 
em otional disturbance and 
that does not mean hormone 
therapy.

The gasoline war, thought by 
most Missouri motorists to be a 
relic of bygone days, remains 
alive today — in a different 
form. 
Hastily 
constructed 
card­ 
board signs declaring "Gas 
War” are as extinct as the 30- 
cent gas they had advertised. 
But while today’s war still cen­ 
ters on the price of gas, the 
battle involves every station in 
the state and seems to have no 
immediate end. 
Missourians are flocking to 
the pumps of so-called "cut- 
rate” service stations in ever- 
increasing numbers, saving as 
much as 10-15 cents a gallon 
over gas offered by major oil 
company stations. 
At one time, major oil sta­ 
tions cornered 60 per cent of 
the state's market, according to 
Lee Lauer, executive director 
of the Service Station Dealers 
of Missouri. Today, the inde­ 
pendent 
self-service 
stations 
claim 60 per cent, he said. 
The price windfall, although 
expected to continue into the 
summer, could be short-lived 
and costly to motorists, Lauer 
contends. 
“A lot of dealers across Mis­ 
souri are going belly up, they 
just can’t compete,” he said, 
citing the “two-tier” price sys­ 
tem as the reason for their de­ 
mise. 
Lauer claims that under the 
system, major oil companies 
supply their own branded sta­ 
tions with gasoline at a fixed 
price but sell their excess gaso­ 
line to independent jobbers who 
by shopping around can get the 
gasoline for a 
much lower 
price. 
"We’re seeing a different 
kind of gas war,” he said. "Gas 
wars used to be conducted by 
the major oil companies Now 
they’re being conducted by in­ 
dependents 
selling at 
lower 
prices The branded dealer has 
no control over the price he ac­ 
cepts ” 
Lauer contends the oil com­ 
panies' intent is to drive pri­ 
vately owned major oil stations 
out of business, gain control of 
the stations and then raise the 
price to jobbers so the com­ 
panies can eventually get a mo­ 
nopoly on all stations 
Whether or not this is true, 
the result at the pumps is clear 
and best illustrated by a recent 
situation in Cape Girardeau. 
There for the past several 
months, 
self-service 
stations 
were selling regular at 45.9 
cents per gallon retail while op­ 
erators of major oil stations, 
such as Mobil and Standard, 
were paying 52.9 cents whole­ 
sale 
"We have a lot more ipbber* 
set up here. In Cape (Gi­ 


rardeau) County alone, we’ve 
lost 10 stations in the last 
year,” said Larry Talley, a Mo­ 
bil station operator and vice 
president of a Southeast Mis­ 
souri service station dealers 
group. 
“A lot of dealers have lost 
pretty good sums of money My 
station lost $6,000 last year,” he 
said, noting however, that a 
balance was nearly restored 
Monday 
when 
independents’ 
prices jumped by five cents. 
What are Missourians paying 
for gasoline? 
An informal survey by the 
Auto Club of Missouri last 
month found the average pump 
price for regular at major oil 
stations in metropolitan Kansas 
City was 56.7 cents a gallon, 
compared with a 59 cents fig­ 
ure in the St. Louis area. 
But in both cities, gasoline at 
self-service stations could be 
obtained for 8 to 12 cents less. 
The same was generally true in 
most other areas of Missouri, 
an Auto Club spokesman noted. 
Bob Vanderwalker, operator 
of a station in the Kansas City 
suburb of Gladstone, said area 
independents were selling gas 
as low as 47.9 cents a gallon for 
regular, while major oil sta­ 
tions asked 58.9 to 59.9. 
"Most of the marginal profit 
stations are gone. It’s going to 
take a strong dealer to survive 
in this mess they have going 
on,” he said. 
The answer, 
according to 
Vanderwalker and Lauer. lies 
in Washington where the Na­ 
tional Congress of Petroleum 
Retailers proposes "rack-price” 
legislation in which all stations 
that buy from suppliers pay the 
same price. 
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Smith 
favors 
school aid? 


BERNIE - Gary L. Smith of 
Dexter, a candidate for the 
Democratic 
nomination 
for 
state representative from the 
157th 
District, 
in 
speaking 
before a meeting of Bernie 
teachers 
recently, 
criticized 
incumbent Rep. J. T. Howard’s 
failure to take a stand on House 
Bill 1166 to revise the school 
foundation program. 
The bill, which represents a 
concept for which State Sen. 
Nelson Tinnin is a leading ad­ 
vocate, would have meant a 
“considerable increase in state 
aid to Bernie schools, and to all 
of the schools in the 157th 
District” , according to Smith. 
The bill was defeated by only 
one vote in the House, and smith 
said Howard left the House floor 
just prior to the bill being called 
to a vote. 
Smith, who holds a bachelor of 
science degree in education, 
stated that the time has come 
where wealthy districts should 
no longer receive 
practically 
the same state aid as poorer 
districts. He cited the nearly 
$42,000 in assessed valuation per

student. 
"Our 
children 
should 
not 
receive an education, the quality 
of which varies depending on 
what part of the state in which 
they may live, at least where our 
tax dollars are being spent," 
according to Smith. 


NASA needs help 


SPACE CENTER, 
Houston 
(AP) — The space agency will 
soon start looking for a few 
good men — and for some 
women, too. 
For the first time since 1969, 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration will re­ 
cruit candidates for the nation’s 
astronaut corps this year. 
The new astronaut group is 
expected to include engineers, 
scientists and other technical 
specialists who are not pilots. 
Qualified women not only will 
be eligible, but will be encour­ 
aged to apply. 
The reason for the change is 
the development of the space 
shuttle, a new craft that may 
open space doors that pre­ 
viously were closed to all but a 
few. 
A 
stubby-winged, airplane­ 
like craft, the shuttle is de­ 
signed to be launched like a 
rocket and returned to earth 
like a glider. It can be flown 
again and again. The space 
agency says the shuttle will 
make space travel easier and 
cheaper. 
When a planned fleet of four 
shuttles starts operating in the 
early 1980s, NASA officials ex­ 
pect there will be up to 40 
flights a year. The shuttles will 
be used for repairing satellites 
or delivering them to orbit, 
making scientific experiments 
and even carrying materials 
for construction of a space sta­ 
tion. 
Officials announced recently 
that astronaut Fred Haise, 42, 
of the Apollo 13 moon missBon 
that nearly ended in disaster 
will command the first free 
flight test of the shuttle With 


Haise will be Charles Fullerton, 
39, an astronaut who has never 
flown in space. 
In effect, the shuttle will be a 
cargo plane in space. 
“There’ll be two types of as­ 
tronauts,’’ says George Abbey, 
director of flight operations at 
the 
Johnson 
Space 
Center. 
"The pilot types of astronauts 
will have the primary responsi­ 
bility of flying the vehicle.” 
The second type of space 
traveler, he said, will be the 
"mission 
specialist” 
whose 
main job will be to handle, op­ 
erate or deploy the shuttle pay­ 
load. 
During the Apollo and Skylab 
programs, all astronauts were 
trained to pilot the craft, plus 
perform 
experiments 
and 
handle the payload, if any. 
On the shuttle, only a pilot 
and copilot need know how to 
fly. The mission specialist’s job 
starts after the craft is in orbit. 
Qualifications of the pilot-as- 
tronauts will be similar to as­ 
tronaut requirements of the 
past. Most are expected to be 
civilian or military test pilots. 
Abbey said the mission spe­ 
cialist astronauts could be sci­ 
entists, 
engineers 
or 
tech­ 
nicians. Physical requirements 
will not be as strict as those for 
pilot astronauts, he said, “and 
qualified 
women 
candidates 
will be welcome.” 
Abbey said experts who de­ 
velop space experiments will be 
allowed to fly on the shuttle to 
perform their experiments and 
will be "more or less passen­ 
gers” for the balance of the 
mission. 
"These will be the payload 
specialists,” he said. "They’ll 


train for just a short period of 
time, up to the point they will 
be comfortable in space.” 
The payload specialists will 
not be employes of NASA or 
members of the astronaut corps 
and may only make one space 
flight in a lifetime. 
Abbey said NASA has not es­ 
tablished requirements for the 
new generation of full-time as­ 
tronauts, nor has it decided 
how many fledgling "spaceper- 
sons” will be needed. 
"That will depend on how 
many of the current group of 
astronauts stay on board ... 
how many missions are proj­ 
ected for the shuttle, and other 
factors,” he said. 
There are now 28 astronauts 
at the Johnson Space Center 
here. 


Members of this group are 
expected to conduct the early 
ground and flight Jests of the 
space shuttle, scheduled to be­ 
gin operational flights in 1981. 


No massive recruiting drive 
will be needed to find new as­ 
tronauts. 


“We get a tremendous num­ 
ber of letters every year from 
people showing an interest,” 
Abbey said. 


Such inquiries were once an­ 
swered with form letters Now 
they’re taken more seriously. 
"We’re 
very 
encouraging 
now,” says Abbey 


In replying to likely candi­ 
dates, the space agency may 
recommend university courses 
or areas of training that would 
help the applicants qualify for 
the astronaut program 
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"Myr family knows fine meat and 
I know I get more for my money!

DETROIT (AP) — Two years 
ago, during Detroit's nightmare 
winter of fuel shortages and 
mounting inflation, the nation's 
auto makers began an unprece­ 
dented scramble to meet a sud­ 
den demand for small cars. 
It was, as one Big Three 
spokesman put it, “the worst 
time of our lives. Everybody 
wanted a small car and there 
we were with big cars coming 
out of our ears ’’ 
Now Detroit is scrambling 
again, only this time it’s cut­ 
ting back small car production 
because of rising inventories 
overflowing with unsold litte 
autos. 
Has the 
consumer turned 
fickle? 
“No, not at all. The problem 
is we goofed again,’’ said an of­ 
ficial at Ford Motor Co. “Our 
small-car sales are up a lot 
from a year ago, but we ex­ 
pected them to be up even 
more.” 
What’s happened, industry of­ 
ficials agree, is that the small- 
car boom has leveled off as un­ 
expectedly as it began with the 
start of the Mideast oil embar­ 
go and the end of auto price 
controls in 1973, 
Small car sales — with the 
exception of imports — are up 
sharply from last year, as are 
all car sales. But some con­ 
sumers 
who 
were thinking 
“small” for the first time be­ 
cause of skyrocketing gasoline 
prices, long lines at the pumps 
and the shrinking value of their 
dollars, are now thinking "big­ 
ger" — if not “big ” 
At the same time, worried 
fullsize car shoppers who sat 
out the market for more than 
two years are returning, their 
confidence in the economy and 
availability of fuel partialy re­ 
stored. 
Additionally, sales of pre­ 
dominantly small foreign cars, 
which 
profited 
handsomely 
from the small-car craze, have 
fallen off now that Detroit has 
saturated the market with no 
less than 27 small cars, 12 of 
them hitting the showrooms 
within the past two years 
As a result, big-car sales are 
showing greater sales increases 
than little cars The small-car 
share of the total market dur- 
, ing the first third of the 1976 
model year declined, the first 
time that has happened in three 
years. 
Small cars — which include 
compacts such as the Chevrolet 
Nova, sporty compacts such as 
the Ford Mustang, subcom­ 
pacts such as the American 
Motors Gremlin and virtually 
all imports — have accounted 
for less than 48 per cint of the

There 
were regular cars and later 
there were mid size cars, both 
of which grew ever larger over 
the years. 
It wasn’t until imports start­ 
ed to make sharp inroads here 
— taking 10 per cent of the 
market in 1959 — that Detroit’s 
makers took notice of a grow­ 
ing demand for smaller cars. 
The domestic response in 1960 
was the compact, and it proved 
a successful weapon against the 
imports, which were held to 
less than a 10 per cent share 
for the next eight years. 
In the interim, 
Ford in­ 
troduced the Mustang as a late 
1964 model. It became an in­ 
stant hit, logging sales of 418,- 
000 in its first year and sur­ 
passing the one million mark 
within two years to became the 
alltime best-selling new car. 
Suddenly the sporty-small mar­ 
ket was bom. 
Throughout the 1960s, con­ 
sumer demand for even small­ 
er cars continued unabated. 
Economic affluence led to a 
boom in two-car families, the 
second usually a small model. 
At the same time, the huge 
World War II baby population 
had become old enough to drive 
and developed into an equally 
huge market of young people 
looking for either simple and 
cheap or sporty and cheap 
transportation 
The imports captialized on 
that trend, too. increasing their 
share of the market in 1970 to a 
then record 15 per cent Again 
Detroit responded, this time 
with the subcompact. 
Even with the proliferation of 
small cars — which continued 
this decade with the debut of 
more mini imports and the 
mini Chevrolet Chevette — the 
small car market share fluc­ 
tuated between 20 and 30 per 
cent throughout the 1960b. 


During the early 1970s. De­ 
troit’s auto makers were pre­ 
dicting a continued but slow 
growth in small cars But they 
did not anticipate the oil em­ 
bargo Thus, they began a mul- 
tibillion dollar plant conversion 
effort — the greatest since the 
industry switched from cars to 
tanks during World War II — to 
increase small car output. 


By mid-1974, the industry, 
previously devoted only about a 
quarter of its plant capacity to 
small cars, had increased its 
small-car output capability to 
between 40 and better than 50 
per cent.

Q. My spouse and I both work and filed a joint Fed­ 
eral return. Why do we have to allocate our income 
on line 10 of Missouri Form 40?

A. The minimum standard deduction for married fil­ 
ing a combined return is $1900. 


Q. What is the allowable Federal standard deduction 
which 1 may claim on the Missouri return? 
A. The Federal standard deduction is 16% of Federal 
adjusted gross income, but if single, not less than 
$1600 nor more than $2300. If married filing jointly, 
it is not less than $1900 nor more than $2600.

(A P ) — While the appetite of 
the state’s timber industry’s 
buzz saws has slackened during 
the past three years, state for­ 
esters are having to contend 
with another problem. 
One of the biggest ones fac­ 
ing forestry officials is trying 
to cope with the influx of vaca­ 
tioners from neighboring states 
where the loss in forest land 
has been much more severe 
than in Missouri. 
Over the past dozen years, 
both Kansans and low arts have 
lost about 25 per cent of thier 
forest lands, either to farmers 
or to the states’ timber in­ 
dustries, 
Missouri 
assistant 
state forester John W ylie said 
“ There are a lot of pressures 
building up now,’’ W ylie said. 
“ W e’re going to be in this bind 
for quite a long tim e." 
Arkansas has also lost more 
than two million acres during 
the same time span, W ylie 
said. 
Tourism in the state, espei- 
cally in the southern and Ozark 
regions is big business for Mis­ 
souri, and it depends upon the 
changing scenery with the trees 
and prairies for visitor enjoy­ 
ment. 
" It ’s (the reduction of natural 
forest lands) going to affect the 
quality of scenery and tour­ 
ism,” W ylie said. 
Between 1959 and 1972, Mis­ 
souri’s forests have been re­ 
duced by 8 1-2 per cent, W ylie 
said. 
Most of the conversion from 
timber 
land 
to 
other 
uses 
comes from the farming inter­ 
ests in the state who are turn­ 
ing the tree-studded landscape 
into more profitable pasture 
acreage. 
In 1972, there were almost 13 
million acreas of timber land in 
the state, compared to 15 mil­ 
lion acres in 1959. Missouri’s to­ 
tal land area has been esti­ 
mated at about 54.6 million 
acres. 
W ylie said the rapid reduc­ 
tion of trees in the state during 
the late 1960’s and early 1970's 
was caused by the home build­ 
ing boom and the high rate of 
wood-related sales. 
The timber loss rate was 
slowed after that, along with 
other state industries, because 
of the national economic slow­ 
down, especially in the housing 
industry. 
Poor prices for cattle and 
high prices for herbicides and 
fertilizers have also contributed 
to the slowdown in converting 
timber lands into farming pas­ 
tures or crop lands, W ylie said. 
The forester noted the reduc­ 
tion since 1959 represents a 20 
per cent loss for every Mis­ 
sourian in the amount of forest 
lands which can be used for 
recreation. 
"Foresters are going to be on 
the hot seat," W ylie said. “ E v ­ 
eryone is going to be wanting 
more and more " 
“ You have more people com­ 
ing into the state and less land 
to supply them ," W ylie said in 


reference to the influx of neigh­ 
boring vacationers. 
Although Missouri ranks low 
on 
the 
nationwide 
timber 
proudction scale, it does lead 
the nation in a number of wood 
product areas. 


Production of charcoal, white 
oak barrels, walnut logs and 
lumber 
and 
cedar novelties 
such as cedar chests are sup­ 
plied by Missouri more than 
any other state, W ylie said. 
He said the high prices and 
demand for walnut lumber has 
resulted in the "overcutting" of 
that species in the state. 
He said people are taking a 
more active interest in culitvat- 
ing more walnut groves, but 
said the old, bigger trees are 
falling quickly at the hands of 
the loggers. 
The National W ildlife Feder­ 
ation’s annual report pointed to 
a loss of five of seven measures 
of the quality of the environ­ 
ment. 
In Missouri, the loss of wild­ 
life habitat was listed as the 
state’s largest ecological prob 
lem. The removal of timber 
land plays an important part in 
that loss, conservation agents 
maintain 
"The lack of adequate cover 
for wildlife in the county is be­ 
coming 
more serious," con­ 
servation agent for Atchison 
County, Dich Sperber, said. 
“ With high prices on land 
and machinery, every acre of 
ground that can be farmed is 
being utilized. This means one 
thing—fence 
rows, 
hedges, 
briar thickets and ditches that 
once afforded wildlife a home 
are falling to the bulldozer." 
About 25,000 jobs are pro­ 
vided through Missouri’s tim ­ 
ber 
industry, 
representing 
about $307 million worth of 
wood-related 
products 
being 
sold annually. 
W ylie said the industry has 
been able to maintain a good 
growth ratio with young seed­ 
lings, but the loss of old, big 
trees w ill take "quite a number 
of years” to replace. 
Nationally, the urban sprawl 
has also taken its toll on timber 
areas, with 1.2 million acres 
being lost to urban develop­ 
ment last year alone 
W ylie said the urban takeo­ 
ver in Missouri has eaten up 
about 36,000 acres of the 1.43 
million lost since 1959 
About 256,000 acreas have 
been 
converted 
from 
com­ 
m ercial forest land for use in 
state parks, he said. 
Disputes on where loggers 
can cut, how much they can cut 
and the increasing environmen­ 
tal questions of the industry’s 
impact are “ symptoms" of the 
growing pressures being ex­ 
erted on state foresters, W ylie 
said. 
He said all of the intrests are 
going to have to compromise in 
upcoming years. 
“ There’s not black and white 
solution to this situation, but 
these days if people demand all 
or nothing they're gou% to get 
nothing, ” W ylie said.

Missourians to pay higher property taxes

C IT Y — 
Missourians paid upward of $12 
m illion in higher-than-necessary 
property taxes last year, and 
are likely to continue to be 
o verch arg ed 
su b stan tial 
amounts unless the Legislature 
takes early remedial action. 
Those findings emerge from 
an analysis by Missouri Public 
Expenditure Survey of the tax 
rate-setting practices of mc*t of 
the 2,594 local governments in 
the state which tax property. 
The analysis was published as 
an 
introductory 
text 
ac­ 
com panying 
the 
research 
organization’s 
13th 
annual 
compilation of the tax rates of 
Missouri 
local 
governments, 
released Dec. 30. 
The survey put forward what 
it said were the two parts of an 
essential 
foundation 
for 
im­ 
proving the property tax. 
The widespread higher-than- 
necessary taxation that is oc­ 
curring, the survey said, results 
mostly 
from 
political 
sub­ 
divisions 
underestim ating 
assessed valuation, then when 
valuations prove higher, failing 


to adjust tax rates. Such local 
governments receive windfalls 
in excess of their budgeted 
needs, the survey said. 
The survey cited reasons why 
the excess taxation problem is 
acute this year. 
One is that assessed valuation 
in nearly every county has 
substantially 
increased 
this 
year as a result of a new law 
requiring 
property 
to 
be 
assessed at a third of value. 
Another is a finding of an 
assessment 
ratio study con­ 
ducted by State Auditor George 
W. 
Lehr 
that 
real 
estate, 
everywhere but St. Louis City, is 
assessed far below one-third of 
value, 
ranging 
amoung 
the 
counties from 6.9 per cent to 24.7 
per cent of value. Two suits have 
been 
filed 
to 
require 
assessments to be a third of 
value. 
The third reason cited is the 
year-to-year 
increases 
in 
revenue property taxpayers are 
being 
required 
to 
provide, 
capped this year by a record 
increase of an .estimated $66 
million. This year, the survey 


found, Missourians are being 
billed for an estimated $924 
million in property taxes. 
The survey examined the rate- 
setting of 520 school districts, 109 
counties 
and 
1,658 
political 
subdivisions of other types--a 
total of 2,287 taxing units. It 
reviewed data on file in county 
seats, State Tax Commission, 
Department of Revenue and 
state auditor's office. 
Data on counties and school 
districts permitted comparison 
of revenue required to finance 
budgeted expenditures with the 
taxes levied, so that revenue 
levied in excess of budgeted 
needs could be ascertained The 
survey found that 257 of these 
units either made sufficient rate 
reductions or did not have to 
reduce; 120 failed to make rate 
reductions; and 252 made in­ 
sufficient rate reductions to 
offset valuation increases. It 
found that approximately $12 
million more in taxes was levied 
among these units than was 
required 
to finance the ex­ 
penditures they had budgeted 
for the year. 


But that is only part of the 
excess taxation that occurred, 
the survey found. It found that 
1,658 other political subdivisions 
have the same pattern of rate- 
setting practices as the counties 
and school districts, but with a 
lesser 
proportion 
m aking 
reductions. 
These 
p o litical 
s u b d iv is io n s 
in c lu d e d 
m unicipalities, townships and 
road, hospital, junior college 
and 
other 
special 
purpose 
districts. 
The survey found that ap­ 
proxim ately 
h alf of 
these 
political subdivisions failed to 
make 
reductions, 
compared 
with about a fifth of the school 
districts and counties taxing the 
same valuation. While the other 
half made cuts, small reductions 
prevailed, indicating that many 
cuts were not sufficient to offset 
the year’s substantial valuation 
increases, the survey said 
It said that aggregate higher- 
than-necessary taxation among 
these units is substantial, even 
though available data does not 
perm it 
it 
to 
be precisely 
measured. 


Num erous 
of 
the 
rate 
reductions made last year, the 
survey said, appear to be only 
one-year 
abstentions 
from 
taking windfalls-sim ply being 
actions to comply with a law 
requiring rates to be reduced to 
produce no more revenue than 
budgets require when valuations 
rise 10 per cent or more over the 
previous 
year. 
That 
law 
provides no protection against 
windfalls in subsequent years, 
and numerous units cited that 
law as their reason for making 
cuts this year, the survey said. 
Over the years, it recalled, 
rates reduced when valuations 
increased 10 per cent or more 
have 
been 
observed almost 
invariably to come back up the 
following year. 
Also, the survey found that, 
when valuations rose less than 
10 per cent (so the 10 per cent 
law did not apply), numerous 
local governments took wind­ 
falls by not reducing rates. 
Some of the larger windfalls it 
found were received by units 
where 
valuations 
rose 
sub­ 
stantially, but by less than 10 per 


cent. 
And 
some 
units 
where 
valuations increased 10 per cent 
or more appeared to be avoiding 
rate reductions, the survey said, 
by simply placing their ex­ 
penditure budgets high enough 
to require the revenue that 
taxing a higher valuation would 
yield. 


“ Little rate-setting data,” the 
survey said, "is provided in a 
form, or at a time, which per­ 
mits citizens to know, or the 
media to report, whether win­ 
dfalls are being taken at tax­ 
payers’ expense. 
“ Rate-setting tends to become 
a process apart from budgeting 
It becomes more and more 
merely a means of obtaining as 
much 
revenue 
as 
possible, 
rather than a means of financing 
budgeted needs-and no more. 


“ The taxpayer is largely left 
out of the equation. Rate-setting 
becomes 
a 
route to higher 
taxation 
without 
adequate 
consideration of whether higher 
taxes 
are 
needed 
or 
ap­ 
propriate.”
